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WHY NOT REFORM THROUGH A 
NEW RELIGION? 

Criticiams of many varieties have been directed against 
Sinclair Lewis’ late book entitled “Elmer Gantry.” For the 
most part they have been condemnatory of his generaliza- 
tions. In a recent Sunday sermon a Congregational min- 
ister of Cincinnati spoke very favorably of the book, and 
called upon the Protestant clergy generally to acknowledge 
the truth of its accusations and to repent. 

But leaving all this aside, the thought occurs to us that 
no one is proposing that some one start a new Protestant ¢ 
religion to supersede the many now in the field. In the early 
sixteenth century it was charged that many Catholic clergy 
had drifted from the path of righteousness, and were not 
shepherding their flocks in accordance with the prescrip- 
tions of the Master; and that this situation offered an ex- 
cuse for the founding of a new religion. 

Now, if the fifteen-century-old religion, in which all 
Europe held membership, which was so prolific of saints 
and scholars, had not within itself the power to restore its 
pristine vitality and fervor, then surely present-day Protes- 
tantism, torn into hundreds of parts and catering to the 
skeptic and the infidel, has not within itself the power to 
establish an internal unity and to command the attention 
of earnest seekers for the truth. When Sinclair Lewis’ 
mother and sister sought an answer to the longing of their 
souls they found it in the Catholic Church. 

Yes, the so-called Reformation was all wrong. The 
excuses it offers for its birth are only pretexts of which 
princes and kings availed themselves in order to have a lit- 
tle greater license tq disobey the prescriptions of the moral 
Jaw. Princes coveted spiritual power just as today it is 
said that ecclesiastics covet temporal power. As a means 
of promoting national unity, princes strove to make religion 
national, and in severing relations with the parent inter- 
national organization, arrogated to themselves the 
plenitude of spiritual authority well civil, became 
popes in their particular temporal jurisdiction, and encour- 
aged recalcitrant clergy to preach doctrines at variance with 
those held and cherished for‘many centuries. 

If there were room for a Reformation in the sixteenth 
century, there is a thousand times more room for a Refor- 
mation of Protestantism in the twentieth century. We feel 
certain that if those after whom the larger denominations 
today are named were to return to earth they would be 
shocked and would disown the denominations as having lit- 
tle in common with what they, the acknowledged founders, 
had conceived and taught. 

In the meantime, the old Church on and 
preaches the same doctrines which she taught in the first 
century, in the fifth, in the tenth and in the fifteenth.
